FOUR DRAFT RESOLUTIONS INCLUDING ONE ON PLEDGING FOR ESCAP WORK 
PROGRAMS WHICH MAY BE WITHDRAWN PENDING OUTCOME OF ACPR AD HOC 
MEETING SCHEDULED FOR 1 MARCH PER REFTEL. TIME DID NOT PERMIT 
ACPR CONSIDERATION OF DRAFT RESOLUTIONS AT 30TH SESSION BUT THEY 
WILL BE DISCUSSED AT AD HOC MEETING. FOR DEPARTMENT CONVENIENCE, 
ALL FOR ARE REPEATED HEREIN. 

2. PLEDGING FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF ESCAP WORK PROGRAM: 

QUOTE RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 154 (XXXI) OF 6 MARCH 1975 CON- 
TAINING THE NEW DELHI DECLARATION WHICH APPEALED TO THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AND MEMBER STATES OF THE REGION TO 
REDEDICATE THEMSELVES TO DEMONSTRATE THE NECESSARY POLITICAL 
WILL FOR THE ATTAINMENT OF THE OBJECTIVES OF THE SECOND UNITED 
NATIONSL DEVELOPMENT DECADE AND THE SCHIEVEMENT OF THE 
OBJECTIVE OF GROWTH WITH SOCIAL JUSTICE, 
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REAFFIRMING ITS RESOLUTION 166 (XXII) OF 31 MARCH 1976 
AND THE REOLUTION 175 (XXXIII) OF 29 APRIL 1977 URGING UPON 
ALL MEMBERS AND ASSOCIATE MEMBERS OF THE COMMISSION, OTHER 
DONOR COUNTRIES, THE UNITED NATIONS DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMME AND 
INTERNATIONAL AGENCIES, FOUNDATIONS AND INSTITUTIONS TO CON- 
SIDER THE PROVISION OF GENEROUS ADDITIONAL OR NEW CONTRI 
BUTIONS TO THE REGIONAL TRAINING AND RESEARCH INSTITUTIONS, 
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NOTING THE NEED FOR BUDGETARY AND EXTRABUDGETARY RESOURCES 
FOR MEETING THE OBJECTIVES OF THE SECOND UNITED NATIONS DEVELOPMENT 
DECADE AND THE PRIORITIES DETERMINED IN THE NEW DELHI 
DECLARATION AND AT SUBSEQUENT SESSIONS OF THE COMMISSION, 

RECOGNIZING THAT THE REGIONAL TRAINING AND RESEARCH INSTI- 
TUTIONS UNDER THE COMMISSION NEED ADDITIONAL RESOURCES FOR 
IMPLEMENTING EXISTING AND INTRODUCING NEW PROGRAMMES TO MEET 
THE REQUIEMENTS OF THE REGION, 

ENDORSING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A UNITED NATIONS TRUST FUND 
FOR ASIA AND THE PACIFIC AND ASIAN AND PACIFIC REGIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS FUND, 

APPRECIATIVE OF THE CONTRIBUTIONS MADE BY THE UNITED NATIONS 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMME TO THE PROGRAMME OF WORK OF THE COMMISSION 
AND THE REGIONAL TRAINING AND RESEARCH INSTITUTIONS IN PARTICULAR, 

THANKFUL FOR THE GENEROUS CONTRIBUTIONS MADE BY MEMBER 
COUNTRIES OUTSIDE THE REGION, OTHER DONOR COUNTRIES, AGENCIES 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM AND FOUNDATION TOWARDS THE

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3. PLEDGING FOR REGIONAL TRAINING AND RESEARCH INSTITUTIONS: 

QUOTE RECALLING ITS RESOLUTIONS 158 (XXXI) AND 166 (XXXII) 

REGARDING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A SINGLE INTERGOVERNMENTAL 
GOVERNING COUNCIL FOR THE REGIONAL INSTITUTIONS, THE TAKING 
OF THE NECESSARY STEPS FOR THE DESIGNATION OF THE COMMISSION 
AS EXECUTING AGENCY FOR THE REGIONAL INSTITUTIONS, THE 
EXPEDITING OF THE PROCESS OF DELEGATION OF EXECUTING AGENCY 
FUNCTIONS FOR THE REGIONAL INSTITUTIONS TO THE COMMISSION,

REALIZING THE NEED FOR FURTHER STEPS TO ACHIEVE GREATER

RESOLVES THAT THE INTERGOVERNMENTAL GOVERNING COUNCIL

INING AND RESEARCH INSTITUTIONS"; 

DECIDES TO ADOPT THE ATTACHED CHARTER OF THE REGIONAL

THE SAME TIME AN EXPANDED VOLUME OF PROGRMME SUPPORT; 

FURTHER URGES THE UNITED NATIONS DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMME TO 
PROVIDE INSTITUTIONAL AND PROGRAMME SUPPORT TO THE ASIA AND 
PACIFIC CENTRE FOR WOMEN AND DEVELOPMENT, WHICH HAS SO FAR 
NOT BEEN ASSISTED BY IT; 

APPEALS TO ALL MEMBERS AND ASSOCIATE MEMBERS OF THE COMM 
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MISSION, OTHER DONOR COUNTRIES, INTERESTED AGENCIES, FOUNDATIONS 
AND INSTITUTIONS TO PLEDGE URGENTLY ADDITIONAL FUNDS REQUIRED 
BY THE REGIONAL INSTITUTIONS TO IMPLEMENT THEIR WORK PROGRAMMES; 

REQUESTS THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY TO REPORT TO THE COMMISSION 
AT ITS THIRTY-FIFTH SESSION ON THE PROGRESS MADE IN THE IMPLE- 
MENTATION OF THIS RESOLUTION. UNQUOTE. 

4. ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY FOR THE 1980'S: 

QUOTE. RECALLING GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTIONS 3201(S-VI) 

AND 3202IS-VI) CONTAINING THE DECLARATION AND THE PROGRAMME OF 
ACTION ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER, 
AND THE DECISIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS SEVENTH 
SPECIAL SESSION, 

FURTHER RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 154(XXXI) CONTAINING THE 
NEW DELHI DECLARATION WHICH DECLARES THAT TE COUNTRIES OF THE 
REGION SHOULD APPROACH THEIR VARIOUS PROBLEMS IN A SPIRIT OF 
EXPANDING SUBREGIONAL AND REGIONAL UNDERSTANDING AND GROWING 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION; WHICH CONSTITUTES THE REGIONAL 
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CONTRIBUTION TO THE EARLY ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL

GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 32/179 ON THE ROLE OF THE PUBLIC 
SECTOR IN PROMOTING THE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES, 

RECOGNIZING THAT ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT HAS MADE 
SLOW PROGRESS IN MOST DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN BRINGING ABOUT 
A MAJOR IMPROVEMENT IN THE LIVING STANDARDS OF THE POOREST, 

AND THAT THE ACHIEVEMENT OF ECONOMIC GROWTH, WHILE DESIRABLE, 

DOES NOT OF ITSELF ENSURE THE ELIMINATION OF POVERTY, 

FURTHER RECOGNIZING THAT GLOBAL INTERDEPENDENCE CALLS FOR 
CONCERTED AND COOPERATIVE ACTION BY DEVELOPING AND DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES ALIKE IN RESOLVING THEIR VARIOUS PROBLEMS, 

MOTIVATED BY THE NEED TO ENSURE THAT THE FRUITS OF ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT BOTH IN THE DEVELOPING ESCAP COUNTRIES 
AND IN THE WORLD COMMUNITY BE SHARED MORE EQUITABLY, 

URGES THAT CONSTRAINTS ON THE GROWTH OF THE WORLD ECONOMY 
AND, IN PARTICULAR, ON THE GROWTH OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
BE SPEEDILY EASED; THAT PRIORITY ACTION CONTINUE TO BE TAKEN IN 
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RESOLVING PROBLEMS IN THE FIELDS OF FOOD, ENERGY, RAW MATERIALS 
AND EXTERNAL FINANCIAL RESOURCES AS WELL IN THE NEW DEVELOPMENT 
STRATEGY OF GROWTH WITH SOCIAL JUSTICE; 

CALLS UPON THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY, WHEN PREPARING A REGIONAL 
CONTRIBUTION TO THE FORMULATION OF GLOBAL STRATEGIES FOR THE 
1980S AND IN PREPARING THE EXCAP PROGRAMME OF WORK TO: 

(I) INITIATE MEASURES FOR RESOLVING THE PROBLEMS OF THE 
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DEVELOPING COUNTRIES THROUGH NEW STRATEGIES FOR REGIONAL, 
SUB-REGIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION NECESSITATED 
BY THE FACT OF INCREASING GLOBLA INTERDEPENDENCE AND BY 
THE NEED TO ENSURE THE EARLY REALIZATION OF A NEW INTER 
NATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER, AND 

(II) DEVELOP STRATEGIES FOR THE ERADICATION OF POVERTY

5. HUMAN SETTLEMENT: 

QUOTE. NOTING THE IMPORTANT ROLE OF HUMAN SETTLEMENTS IN 
THE IMPROVEMENT OF SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CONDITIONS OF THE 
PEOPLES OF THE REGION, 

CONSIDERING THAT HUMAN SETTLEMENTS SHOULD BE VIEWED AS AN 
INSTRUMENT OF SOCIO-ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT, 

BEARING IN MIND THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF HABITAT UN CONFER- 
ENCE ON HUMAN SETTLEMENTS IN VANCOUVER, 3 1 MAY TO 1 1 JUNE 1976, 

RECALLING GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 32/162 DATED 19 
DECEMBER 1977 WHICH, AMONG OTHERS, DECIDED: 

(A) THAT A COMMISSION ON HUMAN SETTLEMENTS BE EXTABLISHED 

TO STRENGTHEN COOPERATION AND CO-PARTICIPATION IN THIS DOMAIN 
AMONG ALL COUNTRIES AND REGIONS; 

(B) THAT A HABITAT CENTRE FOR HUMAN SETTLEMENTS BE SET UP 

TO SERVICE THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN SETTLEMENTS AND INTER ALIA 
SUPPLEMENT THE RESOURCES OF THE REGIONS IN FORMULTING AND 
IMPLEMENTING HUMAN SETTLEMENT PROJECTS WHERE SO REQUIRED; 

AND RECOMMENDED: 
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(A) THAT THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR IMPLEMENTING REGIONAL AND 
SUBREGIONAL PROGRAMMES SHOULD BE GRADUALLY TRANSFERRED TO 
REGIONAL ORGANIZATIONS; 

(B) THAT REGIONAL INTERGOVERNMENTAL COMMITTEE ON HUMAN 
SETTLEMENTS SHOULD COORDINATE THEIR ACTIVITIES WITH THOSE OF 
THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN SETTLEMENTS AND REPORT TO IT THROUGH 
THEIR OWN REGIONAL COMMISSION; 

(C) THAT THE BUDGETARY, PERSONNEL RESOURCES AVAILABLE TO 
EACH REGIONAL SECRETARIAT UNIT SHOULD CONSIST OF THOSE 
AVAILABLE FROM REGULAR BUDGETARY RESOURCES, THOSE REDEPLOYED 
FROM THE AGGREGATE POSTS AVAILABLE TO THE CENTRAL SECRETARIAT, 
AND THOSE PROVIDED THROUGH VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS, INCLUDING 
CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE HABITAT AND HUMAN SETTLEMENTS FOUNDATION; 

NOTING ALSO THE REPORT OF THE REGIONAL CONFERENCE ON HUMAN 
SETTLEMENTS EMPHASIZING THAT STAFF RESOURCES OF THE SECRETARIAT 
SHOULD BE STRENGTHENED BY RE-DEPLOYMENT FROM THE GLOBAL LEVEL 
TO THE REGIONAL LEVEL TO ACCOMPANY THE DECENTRALIZATION OF 
ACTIVITIES IN THE FIELD OF HUMAN SETTLEMENTS, 

REQUESTS THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY TO CONFER AT AN EARLY DATE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITH THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE CENTRE FOR HUMAN SETTLEMENTS 
AND REPORT TO THE COMMISSION AT ITS NEXT SESSION ON MEASURES 
TAKEN TO EFFECT RE-DEPLOYMENT OF STAFF AND OTHER RESOURCES FROM 
THE GLOBAL LEVEL, BRING ABOUT GREATER REGIONALIZATION OF PRO- 
GRAMMES IN THE FIELD OF HUMAN SETTLEMENTS AND ENSURE COORDINATION 
AND COLLABORATION IN THE FORMULATION, EXECUTION AND MONITORING 
OF REGIONAL AND SUBREGIONAL PROGRAMMES AND PROJECTS IN THE FIELD 
OF HUMAN SETTLEMENTS. UNQUOTE. 
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
